Are Unique In New Warehouse 


Properly ripened fruit should 
have a good attractive color, fresh 
appearance, firm pulp texture and 
good strength of peel in order to 
handle well during distribution, All 


these considerations are carefully 
weighed in the storage and ripening 
of fruit in the modern warehouse 
of The Scott Fruit Company and 
National Fruit Company, which is 
fitted with the most up-to-date 
equipment necessary to carry out 
these operations with best effect 

The best degree of ripeness for 
delivery to stores will depend upon 
such factors as outside temperature 
and average time required for fruit 
to reach consumers’ hands in order 
that it may attain a good eating 
condition by that tine. 

For bananas, the most desirable 
stage of packing in cold weather is 
the late turning or green tip stage, 
while in warm weather they should 
be somewhat greener as they con- 
tinue to color during shipment and 
Sg on display in the retail out- 
jets. 

Improperly ripened fruit is readily 
recognized by men experienced in 
that bananas bearing the “Scona” 
Fruit Company and National Fruit 
Company warehouse. This ensures 
that bananas bearing the Scona 
label will be offered for sale at the 
peak of their ripeness and at a 
time when their eating condition 
is at its best 

Temperature 

Ripening troubles are most com- 
monly a result of incorrect tempera- 
tures or use of improper humidities. 
Fruit which has been ripened with 
excessively high temperatures may 
be recognized by its soft texture 
and weak skin and also if tempera- 
tures are extremely high by delayed 
coloring and impaired flavor. Fruit 


which been subjected to too low 
temperatures fails to develop a good 
bright color and develops instead a 
dull smoky yellow or brown, de- 


pending on the degree of chilling. | 


When fruit has been ripened 
without sufficient humidity, {t suf- 
fers undue loss of weight during the 
green and turning stages and often 
tends to ripen unevenly. Such fruit 
can be recognized by its stale, 
wilted appearance and by indenta- 
tions and discolorations of the peel 
which will vary in severity wita the 
extent of drying out. On the other 
hand, extremely high humidity 
maintained after fruit has colored 
tends to cause tender fruit and 
mould 

The control of ripening speed is 
the first essential to successful 
operation of a ripening plant. Con- 
trolling factors in banana ripening 
are generally recognized to be tem- 
perature, humidity and ventilation. 
Experience has shown that certain 
temperatures in conjunction with 
proper moisture conditions are 
necessary for best results. 

In order to have the best possible 
facilities for the proper ripening 
of bananas, The Scott Fruit Com- 
pany and Nationa! Fruit Company 
warehouse has been specially de- 
signed and is equipped with the 
most modern machinery on the 
continent. There are five banana 
rooms measuring approximately 45 
feet by 25 feet, fitted with heating,

High humidity in conjunction with 
proper temperatures is necessary to 
avoid high shrinkage from drying 
out of fruit. Por green fruit, a rela- 
tive humidity of from 90 to 100 
percent must be maintained in the 
banana rooms 

In The Scott Pruit Company and 
National Fruit Company warehouse, 
water mist spray nozzles are used, 
being one of the most efficient and 
practical method of obtaining the 
proper humidity. These spray noz- 
gles are installed in the ceiling of 
the rooms for maximum effect. 

Bananas during ripening give off | 
smal] amounts of carbon dioxide 
and other gases which are helpful | 
in stimulating ripening. Sometimes | 
when the fruit is at the turning 
stage, however, so much carbon di- 
oxide is given off that bananas can- 
not ripen properly. Instead, they 
are partially suffocated and ripen- 
ing is retarded, so that ventilation 
is necessary. 

Uniform temperatures are neces- 
sary throughout the ripening room 
for even ripening. To ensure this, 
fans are installed in each banana 
room in the new Scott Fruit Com-

The most modern facilities for 
controlling the temperature, and 
humidity and providing proper 
ventilation were provided for The

Latest Refrigeration Cars 
Are Used Into Edmonton 


When fruit is shipped from sea- 
ports to fruit warehouses through- 
out the country by rail, it must be 
packed in refrigerator cars to en- 
sure that it will remain fresh until 
it can be properly stored at its des- 
tination, For this purpose, refrig- 
erator cars are specially fitted with 
bunkers containing icc so that the 
fruit may be kept at the proper 
temperature, preventing spoilage. 

Much of the fruit and produce 
which is shipped to the new Scott 
Fruit Company and National Fruit 
Company warehouse is transported 
in the most modern type of refrig- 
erator car which has been designed 
to reduce spoilage through improper 
cooling to a minimum through the 
application of new methods and new 
construction.

is considered, this year planted 8,- 
752 acres of cantaloupes, against 6,- 
914 acres a year ago
